DWARF  BEANS 

CULTURE — Plant  about  May  1st  for  early  beans,  as  soon  as  the  ground  becomes  warm,  in  light 
loamy  soil.  Large  seeded  beans  require  warmer  weather  to  germinate  than  small  beans.  Cover  from  1  Vz 
to  3  inches  deep,  according  to  weather  conditions.  Never  cultivate  or  hoe  beans  when  the  foliage  is  damp 
lroni  Jew  or  rains,  as  it  will  produce  rust.
